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Closing Is First 
Of es Moves

MOSCOW — The closing of the border between 
East and West Berlin was regarded Sunday by informed 
Western observers here as the first in a series of uni- 
lateral acts the Soviet Union will take with respect to 


Berlin. 

These observers also view the 
Berlin action as signifying that 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev 
had decided irrevocably to con- 
clude a separate peace treaty 
with East Germany. 


Moscow’s Berlin policy is said 
to be aimed at making East 
Germany a more lifelike state. 


Khrushchev has been under 
East German pressure for years 
to curb the flow of refugees by 
sealing the sector border. For 
reasons of broader policy, the 
Soviet premier withheld his con- 
sent. 


Khrushchev apparently felt that 
any one-sided abrogation of the 
post-war Big Four accord on free 
movement within Berlin would 


prejudice the chances of the West 
joining in a peace treaty that 
would recognize the status quo 
in Eastern Europe. 


It has been regarded as in- 
evitable, however, that the sector 
border would be closed if West 
Berlin lines of communication 
with West Germany were to re- 
main open. 


The bleeding away of East 
German manpower through the 
West Berlin refugee centers has 
been dislocating the economy of 
the Copimunist state. 


According to well-informed

BERLIN (UPI) — Thousands 
of Communist East German 
troops backed by scores of So- 
viet-made tanks surged into East 
Berlin Sunday to prevent open re- 
volt by angry crowds of anti- 
Communists demanding the re- 
opening of their escape route to 
West Berlin. 


Communist police and troops 
charged in flying wedges and 
threatened to fire on crowds of 
hostile East Berliners who swarm- 
ed through the streets, jeering 
and shouting their defiance of the 
Red show of force. 


WESTERN DEMONSTRATORS 


On the Western side of the 
newly barricaded city border, 
groups of West Berlin demonstra- 
tors moved up to the frontier, 
booing and attempting to trample 
down Communist barbed-wire bar- 
riers. 

It appeared the East Germans 
had moved their entire 110,000- 
man army into East Berlin and 
left the defense of the rest of 
their restive zone to the Russians. 
Soviet army tanks ringed the out- 
skirts of the city and all 22 So 
viet divisions stationed in East 
Germany were alerted for action. 


Communist police rushed to the 
Eastern side of the barrier with 
drawn bayonets and West Berlin 
police moved in to disperse the 
Western demonstrators. 


One West Berliner was bay- 
oneted in the leg by a Commu- 
nist policeman. A mob of 300 
West Berliners beat an East zone 
policeman. 

U.S. ALERTS TROOPS 

The U. S: Army alerted its 5,- 
000 troops in West Berlin and 
sent helicopters aloft to observe 
the boiling East-West border 
area. An American spokesman 
said the Berlin garrison was 
“watching developments closely 
and is keeping a state of readi- 
ness to accomplish any mission 
assigned.”

Kennedy 
Gets Report 
On Berlin 


HYANNIS PORT, Mass. (AP)— 
President John F. Kennedy got a 
detailed report Sunday on the 
tense Berlin situation but there 
was no public comment from the 
Cape Cod White House. 


Kennedy studied documents 
covering the specific travel rules 
set down by the East German 
Communists in closing the border 
between East and West Berlin, an 
administration official reported. 


The Communist borderclosing 
shut off the refugee escape hatch, 
and West Berlin Mayor Willy 
Brandt said angry demonstrations 
broke out in East Berlin Sunday. 


But the administration source 
indicated the report given Ken- 
nedy did not describe the closing 
as threatening to touch off 
another East German revolt, such 
as that of 1953. 


The source also said the border 
apparently was sealed simply be- 
cause the Communists could not 
stand losing up to 3,000 people a 
day—and nearly that number were 
reported to have fled the Com- 
munist regime Saturday.

aid-to-education program.

QUOTED BY POWELL 


At the height of the school aid 
controversy, Chairman Adam 
Clayton Powell, D-N.Y., of the 
House Education Committee 
quoted the President as saying he 
would reject any separate bill ex- 
tending the impacted areas pro- 
gram. 


Last Friday the Senate Labor 
and Welfare Committee approved 
a simple one-year extension of the 
program in a move that some ad- 
ministration backers said sounded 
the death knell for the rest of 
the big Kennedy school program. 


However, an effort is being 
made in the House to combine 
impacted areas aid with the ad- 
ministration - backed $1.8 billion 
program for college construction 
and scholarships. That would still 
leave hanging a lot of the Ken- 
nedy program, now tied up in the 
House Rules Committee. 


A newly-organized citizens com- 
mittee appealed to the President 
Sunday to support the move to ex- 
tend impacted areas aid. It said 
the program must be renewed at 
this session “or the momentum 
of our defense educational pro- 
gram will peter out.” 


The bipartisan committee is 
headed by magazine publisher 
George J. Hecht of New York. 
Among its members are former 
Democratic Sen. William Benton 
of Connecticut and two onetime 
Eisenhower welfare secretaries, 
Marion B. Folsom and Arthur S. 
Flemming.

Wider School Aid

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To Latins 
Promises Speeding 
Of Crash Projects 


PUNTA DEL ESTE, Uruguay 
(UPI)—The United States, in a 
move interpreted as an about 
face, pledged Sunday it would 
spend at least a billion dollars in 
“alliance for progress’ aid to 
Latin American nations within the 
next six months. 


The United States also told the 
inter-American economic and s0- 
cial conference it would ‘“‘take 
rapid action’’ on crash programs 
presented in the next 60 days by 
smaller nations needing emer- 
gency funds. The amount of mon- 
ey needed for these programs was 
not specified. 


The pledges were made in a 
draft resolution approved by a 
conference subcommittee. The 
United States was a co - sponsor 
of the draft resolution. 


OPPOSED AT FIRST 


At the outset of the conference 
the United States was opposed to 
any crash-program spending. It 
insisted that the $20 billion ex- 
pected to be contributed to alli- 
ance-for-progress funds in the 
next 10 years be eXpended only 
on carefully screened projects. 


The draft resolution, an amend- 
ment to the over-all ‘Declaration 
of Punta Del Este” that will em- 
body the aims and principles of 
the alliance, states that ‘‘the Unit- 
ed States will supply aid .. . in- 
cluding financial assistance for 
short-range measures, in a sum 
greater than a billion dollars in 
the year ending in March, 1962.” 


WITHIN 60 DAYS 


A second section pledges the 
United States will furnish aid 
from funds already existing or 
which may be established to those 
Latin nations that ‘“‘may need 
emergency financial aid.’’ These 
nations must submit their spend- 
ing plans within 60 days for ap- 
proval. 

The agreements ~ were 
mered out in marathon commit- 
tee sessions that began Friday 
night and ended last night. They 
ended an impasse that threatened 
to wreck the conference.

Can Decide This 


- Arthur Dean goes to Geneva in two 
weeks to discuss with the Russians the 
need for an international inspection sys- 
t@m that will make a nuclear test ban 
workable. 


If he fails to reach agreement with 
the Russians, then President Kennedy is 
going to be faced with making the most 
important decision of his first year in 
office—perhaps the most important de- 
cision of his presidency: Shall this coun~- 
try resume testing? 

* This is going to be a lonely decision. 
The President alone must make it. Which- 
ever way he decides, there will be pas- 
sionate dissent, But this is one of those 
decisions in which public opinion is com- 
pletely untrustworthy and must be ig- 
nored. Only the President and his closest 
scientific advisers know enough of the 
whole story to have opinions that count. 
That is unflattering in a democracy. 
But what is the alternative? There is 
none. It can only be hoped (and strong- 
ly advocated) that once the decision is 
made, the President will explain it as ful- 
ly as is possible, holding back only those 
secrets that are vital to national security. 
All this is based on an assumption that 
Dean’s mission will fail. There is a slim 
possibility that it won't. 

But if it does we come back to Presi- 
dent Kennedy: One man making one de- 
cision that could well determine which 
of two civilizations will endure. It’s not 
an easy job, but it’s the one he asked for 
—and the one America gave him.

Shall Khrushchev Talk 
West Out of Berlin? 


~ Nikita Khrushchev’'s propaganda 
drumfire on Berlin requires correction by 
the West. : 

President Kennedy is right to avoid 
shrill rejoinders to the Rusgsian’s ex-

But this restraint which we recog- 
nize as a reflection of calm resolve is not 
going to be recognized by gullible nations 
unless we give our resolve a _ readier 
voice.

Need for F ederal Aid 


Didn’t Die in. Committee 


Except for a possible extension of aid 
to impacted areas for one year, federal 
help for public schools again has been 
killed in Congress—specifically by the 
House Rules Committee. Thus better edu- 
cational opportunities for millions of 
American children badly in need of them 
have been sacrificed on the altar of sel- 
fishness and political bickering. 

Here is Georgia, where the need is 
as great as. that of any state, we've just 
had a new reminder. 

A special committee studying the 
Minimum Foundation Program for Edu- 
cation is recommending that teacher 
salaries in the state be brought up to the 
national average, perhaps over a four- 
year period. Currently the state is $1,047 
behind the nation. Raises of $360 a year 
would be required annually for four 
years to bring ours to the national aver- 
age. , 

It would be almost an impossible job 
for the state to finance such a raise in 
the next four years. The committe expects 
the state to help and local communities 
to ante up a fair share. Since Georgia is 
one of the poorer states, however, with one 
of the highest percentages of its popula- 
tion of school age, much help would have 
to come from the federal government to 
attain this goal. ; 

Federal aid to schools jis in Georgia's 
interest and in the nation’s interest. Per- 
haps between now and next year the 
state’s congressional] delegation will be- 
gin to see it that way. If they do not, we 
predict that a lot of Georgia parents will 
join with the GEA in sending some new 
faces to Washington.

Think of It Ever; 
Speak of It Never 


WASHINGTON—The dialogue across the world 
between President Kennedy and Nikita Khru- oa 
shchev is falling into fixed and vastly different ik 
tone patterns—though Khrushchev's pattern is in two predictable 
parts. Khrushchev’s is alternately the voice of coaxing and of strident 
threats. Kennedy’s has now settled into the voice of a calm, un- 
moved determination which, among other things, is beginning to 
make his antagonist sound a little shrill, a little unsure. 

Kennedy, these days, is refus- 
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ing to respond either to Khru- 
shchev’s bait of a heavy ‘“‘rea- 
sonableness,’’ or to Khrushchev's 
inevitable second-day mood, in 
which he brandishes new atomic 
weapons of unthinkable fright- 
fulness. . 

Always, whatever the elderly 
Russian says and however he says 
it, the younger American says 
the same thing: We will neither 
give up nor “negotiate” any of 
our basic rights in Berlin. We 
will negotiate, more or less any- 
where and more or less anytime, 
on anything and everything that 
is truly negotiable. We seek no 
war and will go to any honor- 
able length to avoid it. If fight 
we must we will fight a war—not 
simply ‘for Berlin,”’ but. for 
Western allied rights in that last 
outpost of the free world, that 
token of the Western right to stay 
in Europe itselft 

Kennedy's most recent press 
conference sharply _ illustrated 
the deeply conscious policy of the 
U.S. government to talk softly 
—and not even to mention that 
big stick which all the same it is 
carrying. “Think of it always: 
speak of it never,” Churchill 
once said of what the then hard- 
pressed allies had in store for 
Hitler’s Nazis.

It was thought to 
be a decision not likely to be 
revised immediately in the face 
of Western displeasure, although 
possibly looming as an additional 
bargaining factor in East-West 
negotiations that may still ma- 
terialize late in September. 


The second point debated by 
the Allies—and one causing the 
greatest immediate concern—is 
the rising danger of a popular 
explosion in East Berlin and in 
East Germany by East Germans 
no longer able to flee to the 
West. 


The likelihood of a new East 
German uprising, similar to the 
bloody June 17, 1953, revolt, has 
been worrying the Western Allies 
for weeks. 


A high State department of- 
ficial, commenting on intelligence 
reports from East Germany of 
growing popular discontent, re- 
marked last week that a ‘‘cata- 
lytic agent'’ was required to 
bring the situation to an explo- 
sive point. Officials feared Sun- 
day that the sealing of the border 
and the barring of 50,000 East 
Germans from their West Berlin 
jobs may act as just such a 
Catalyst.

tion to keep abreast of develop- 
ments in Germany. . 
PLAYING WITH FIRE 

In Bonn, Chancellor Adenauer's 
Christian Democrats declared the 
East Germans were playing with 
fire. A party spokesman said the 
escape hatch of West Berlin had 
acted as a safety valve against 
the people’s wrath in Communist 
East Germany. 


“When this valve is missing, 
the results could have serious con- 
sequences,”” said the spokesman, 
Johann Grad. 


Bonn became a center of im- 
mediate Western diplomatic activ- 
ity. Adenauer kept in close touch 
with the American, British and 
French ambassadors. 


Along the dividing line in Ber- 
lin East German army engineers 
built a 9-foot-high wire fence to 
keep East Germans from escap- 
ing from Communist rule. 


CONFINEMENT HIT 

West Berlin Mayor Willy 
Brandt described this fence as 
“the wall of a _ concentration 
camp.” A similar reaction came 
from diplomatic sources in various 
Western capitals. 


London’s initial reaction to the 
Communist move could be sum- 
marized thus: Walter Ulbricht’s 
East German Red regime can no 
longer hide the fact that it is in 
deep trouble. Food shortages and 
rising discontent among the popu- 
lation are combining to produce a 
situation parallel in some respects 
to the anti-Communist uprisings 
in East Germany in 1953. 


By closing the West Berlin es- 
cape hatch, Ulbricht is facing the 
risk of an explosion inside his 
own country. Neither the East 
nor the West can take much com- 
fort in the prospect that he ht 
lose control of the situation. 


DENY IT’S NORMAL 


London diplomatic circles chal- 
lenged the East German govern- 
ment claim that the clampdown 
was normal on the borders be- 
tween sovereign states. The West- 
ern powers do not recognize the 
sovereignty of Ulbricht’s regime. 


One purpose of Ulbricht and So- 
viet Premier Khrushchev in the 
crisis over Berlin and Germany 
apparently is to pry such recogni- 
tion out of Washington, London, 
Paris and Bonn, Western sources 
said. 


The East German government's 
statement also ignores the special 
four-power status which applies 
to all of Berlin. This was laid 
down by the United States, Brit- 
ain and the Soviet Union on Sept. 
12, 1944. France adhered to the 
agreement later. 


BLOCKADE RECALLED 


Berlin’s status also was under- 
lined again in the agreement by 
the American, British, French 
and Soviet foreign ministers in 
June 1949 which ended the 11- 
month Soviet blockade of the city. 


In the Western view agreement 
by the four big powers is neces- 
sary before there can be any le- 
gal change in the position of Ber- 
lin as a whole or any of its sec- 
tors. This wouid apply to the clos- 
ing of sector boundaries. 


One diplomatic source called at- 
tention to reports that the Com- 
munist authorities are hampering 
the movement of East Germans 
even into Red-run East Berlin. 


“This is an unusual thing any 
way you look at it,” he said. “‘A 
country is preventing its citizens 
from traveling into the city it 
claims to be its capital. How nor- 
mal can you get?”

Make a Draped Chitton Blouse 
To Wear with Velvet tor Evening 


By PATRICIA SCOTT 


Chiffon is both elegant and 
practical. In the past I have 
written about evening dresses 
of this material, but there is 
nothing more wonderful to own 
than a sleeveless, double chiffon 
blouse with a hood that converts 
to a draped collar when worn 
down. A hood is marvelous on 
windy evenings and certainly 
looks better than a kerchief tied 
around the head. Wear the 
blouse with a velvet skirt at 
night or a tweed suit by day. 
But, be sure to make it of two 
layers of chiffon so that it 
drapes well and you can’t see 
through it. 


The blouse itself is made from 
any sleeveless, button-front pat- 
tern (or, if you prefer, one with 
sleeves). Since there are two 
layers of chiffon, ic isn’t neces- 
sary to make French seams as 
you usually do on chiffon skirts. 


Just finish the raw seams by 
turning the edges under %s inch 
and edge stitch. The bottom 
edge is finished by turning it 
under % inch and edge stitching, 
and then doing it again, enclos- 
ing all raw edges. 


For a sleeveless version, finish 
armholes with a bias strip. Turn 
the strip under twice so that 
it measures 3/16 inch and hem 
it to blouse with tiny stitches.

Cut the 
pieces 34 inches long on one 
edge and 29 inches long on the 
other. 


~ The one curved edge is 26 


inches and is the center seam 
of the hood that falls on the 
center of your head. Use a 
tape measure to get measure- 
ment around curve. Mark the 
34-inch edge as shown, 8 inches 
in from curved edge for gath- 
ering. 


This gathered section is at- 
tached to the neckilne. The 29- 
inch edge will frame your face. 


Take the 4 pieces and stitch 
two each together along the 
curved edge. Press seams open. 
Place the two large pieces right 
sides together and stitch along 
the two long raw edges, leav- 
ing open the 16 inches for gath- 
ers. Trim seams to ‘s inch 
and be sure points are good. 
Turn to right side and press. 
Gather the opening, with both 
layers together, until this gath- 
ered section fits the neckline 
perfectly around the back from 
shoulder seam to shoulder 
seam. 


Baste and stitch to blouse. 
Stitch a bias strip to entire 
neckline, catching gathered hood 
piece. Turn strip to inside twice 
so it measures 3/16 inch and 
hem to blouse with tiny stitches.
